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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments made to claims 1-4, 6-1 1,13, 14, and 16 do not considerably alter the scope of the claims; 
however, they do not fully obviate the pending rejections either. The amendment to claim 15 would require further search and 
consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
Applicant argues that "there is no requirement that the specification explicitly utilize the term 'means 1 to identify specific structural 
elements" (page 9 of Applicant's response). The Examiner agrees; however, the Applicant is still required to provide support for 
structural elements described as performing the associated functionality. Additionally, means per se cannot be humans. Applicant 
argues that Stuart only teaches the selection of a device and not a task (page 12 of Applicant's response). The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Certain types of print jobs require the use of certain printers; therefore, the system needs to know which print jobs have been 
selected in order to identify which available printers are capable of completing the assigned print job. See col. 6, lines 1-6 of Stuart. All 
responses to arguments made in the final Office action are reiterated as well. 
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
